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DETAILED ACTION 

Title 

1 . The following title is suggested: "A Power Supply Control Method". 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 5 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. Claim 5 recites the limitation " . . . because of the other reason than . . . " 
in line 4. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. The appropriate 
language can be " . . . because of the reason other than 

The claims are also generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform with current 
U.S. practice. They appear to be a literal translation into English from a foreign document and 
are replete with grammatical and idiomatic errors. The claimed language "... operation halt 
condition ..." (Claim 5, line 4 & 6; claim 6, line 2), "... operation control electric power ..." 
(Claim 5, line 8), "... is a wait mode ..." (Claim 6, line 2), "... a cancel of the wait mode," 
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(Claim 6, line 3) and etc. . ., is awkward and confused. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

5. Claims 5 and 6, as best understood, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Lee (US 5,300,819). 

With regard to claim 5, Lee teaches a process of controlling the electrical power 
consumption by an automatic power regulator (Fig. 1; col. 2, lines 14-34) coupled between a 
commercial AC power network, a backup generator and a load such as motor (Col. 1, line 35), 
which can be used in the electronic component mounting apparatus or any moving device for 
transferring from one platform to another one, drilling, pressing or shaping or the like, 
comprising: 

• detecting an operation halt condition through power detector and coupler (Fig. 2, 5 & 6; 
col. 3, lines 14-20) because of no effective power being supplied by commercial network 
(Fig. 2, 4) or the other reason than a shutoff of power supply (Fig. 2, 4) to the load (Fig. 
2, 2) or electronic component mounting apparatus; and 
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• after the detection, shutting off a supply of a driving electric power or commercial 
network (Fig. 2, 4; col. 3, lines 16-18) to a part in the operation halt condition 
constituting the load (Fig. 2, 2) or electronic component mounting apparatus while a 
supply of an operation control electric power or generator (Fig. 2, 7) is maintained to the 
part of the load (Fig. 2, 2) or electronic component mounting apparatus. 

With regard to claim 6, Lee teaches that when the detected operation halt condition is a 
wait mode for a mount object or a platform to be carried to the moving device or load (Fig. 2, 2) 
or the electronic component mounting apparatus, based on a cancel of the wait mode, operation 
of the load (Fig. 2, 2) or electronic component mounting apparatus is resumed by power detector, 
coupler and controller (Fig. 2, items 5, 6 & 10) without a judgment by a worker.
